Andersson re-elected WFD president 


Dr. Yerker Andersson, professor in 
the Department of Sociology and Social 
Work at Gallaudet, was re-elected presi- 
dent of the World Federation of the 
Deaf (WFD) at an international confer- 
ence held in Finland recently. 

More than 2,000 deaf people and 
researchers from 57 countries attended 
the WFD’s 10th World Congress of the 
Deaf July 23-28. The congresses are 
held every four years as a forum for 
research and.as a means to help build 
a better understanding of hearing im- 
pairment and sign language. 

Finnish delegate Liisa Kauppinen was 
elected new general secretary of the 
WED, replacing Cesare Magarotto of 
Italy. 

Interpreters used Gestuno, an interna- 
tional sign system invented for meetings 
of the federation, as well as 27 sign 
languages from around the world to 
translate the proceedings. 

The 36-year-old federation, which has 
70 national association members and is 
a consultant organization to the United 
Nations, voted to increase its emphasis 
on helping the deaf people of develop- 
ing countries. 

Andersson said the WFD would seek 
financial support from U.N. officials 
later this year for direct aid to deaf peo- 
ple in developing countries. 


He also told conference participants 
that labels such as deaf-mute, pre- 
lingually deaf and post-lingually deaf are 
meaningless: “In countries such as 
Sweden, sign language has been ac- 
cepted as the first language of deaf 
people. Therefore, how can a young 
deaf child who uses sign language be 
labeled as pre-lingually deaf?” 


The World Congress of the Deaf end- 
ed with a call for all nations to recog- 
nize the rights of deaf people. 


“In agreement with the U.N. charter 
of human rights we ask that govern- 
ments in all nations around the world 
ensure that there is no suppression of 
human rights of deaf individuals, includ- 
ing their choice of communication,” An- 
dersson said in a closing speech.

New signers face challenge of learning to communicate 


A game called “It’s a Deaf, Deaf 
World” recently gave 60 campus new- 
comers a big, big introduction to ac- 
ceptable communication at Gallaudet. 

As part of the New Signers Program 
(NSP) being held July 23 to Aug. 13, 
the game required new students, most 
of whom have little or no signing skills, 
to obtain information from 10 campus 


offices without using their voices. The 
participants were permitted to use only 
gestures, body language and whatever 
sign and fingerspelling ability they had. 
The game, presented on the second 
day of the program, had a strong im- 
pact on the students, said Paul Single- 
ton, who is coordinator of NSP along 
with Norma Buemi of Student Affairs.

“It was a perfect way to introduce them 
to various Gallaudet units and their lo- 
cations on campus, as well as to our 
method of communicating. 

“Most NSP participants are recruited 
from mainstream programs, have good 
English and are used to communicating 
orally,” Singleton said. “The three-week 
crash course in signing helps ease their 
adjustment to campus life.” Eighteen of 
the 60 students are from foreign 
countries. 

“Initially, the students felt very frus- 
trated when they realized they must

The Gallaudet Graduate Fellowship 
Fund (GFF) recently awarded $34,600 
to 10 hearing impaired graduate stu- 
dents to help them continue their 
studies in the 1987-88 academic year. 

The students are all attending col- 
leges and universities where hearing im- 
paired people are a minority. 

This year’s recipients are Donald 
Bangs, dramatic arts, University of 
California at Berkeley; Carolyn Stern, 
medicine, Northwestern University; Em- 
manuel Ojile, educational psychology, 
University of Alberta; Kathleen Samuel, 
clinical psychology, California School of 
Professional Psychology; Bonnie Ryan, 
law, Catholic University; Mary Ann 
Pace, law, McGeorge School of Law, 
Sacramento, Calif.; Stephen Baldwin, 
history of theatre, University of Texas, 
Austin; Laurie Lee Johnson, psycholo- 
gy, University of Minnesota; Teresa 
Curtin, law, New York University; and 
Karen Lee Christie, special education, 
University of Pittsburgh. 

Since its beginning in 1968, the GFF 
has awarded more than $400,000 to 
hearing impaired graduate students.

master sign language, but after the first 
couple of days they became very en- 
thusiastic learners,” said Singleton. The 
Discovery Program activities also 
helped to reverse their frustration.” 

An integral part of NSP, the Discov- 
ery Program, directed by Jean Berube, 
provides daily outdoor recreation. 

NSP students attend daily sign lan- 
guage classes which include information 
about deaf culture, Gallaudet’s history 
and traditions and the history of deaf 
education. Videotapes of each student’s 
signing skills are made at the beginning 
and at the end of the program to 
record progress. 

Movies, bowling, swimming, cookouts 
and visits to various historical sites in 
the Washington area are among NSP 
activities. Campus units including the 
Counseling Center and the University 
Center sponsor presentations as a sup- 
plement to the program. 

The staff includes six sign instructors, 
coordinated by Babs Riggs, MSSD sign 
language instructor, and six new signer 
student advisors coordinated by Debbie 
Colon. 

A Parent Orientation Program (POP) 
is offered in conjunction with NSP. The 
POP sessions, held in Ely Center July 
23 and 24, acquaint parents of new 
signers with available Gallaudet services 
and provide information about what 
their sons and daughters need as new 
students.
